Two factors are at work. 
Many who would like a di- 
vorce cannot garner the 
court and attorney fees, an 
easy thing for most people 
prior to 1929. The other fac- 
tor is that while hard times 
breakup many families they 
also bring closer together 
many married couples sep- 
arated by the influences at 
work when there is too much 
prosperity. Thousands of 
husbands and wives, who 
could get along without each 
other in the good old days, 
now find that co-operation 
best assures their economic 
welfare. Love 
sometimes 
prefers to lock the window 
when .poverty comes in the 
door. 


All these things being so 


it would appear that the di- 
vorce-reformers can 
best 
obtain .their ends by wishing 
the depression a long life.

Major A. V. Dalrymple

He made the statement 
while in San Francisco on 
an inspection trip along the 
Pacific coast.

The 
speakeasy casualties in New 
York and Chicago totaled 
10,000 or more each, he said. 


Further improvement of 
the situation will occur, he 
said, "when the breweries 
catch up and| begin to dis- 
tribute beer that has been 
aged up to 90 days, as it 
should be." He admitted 
that most of the beer being 
sold today is "fresh beer" 
because the consumers will 
not wait for it to be aged. 


When this condition is 
corrected by the breweries 
"it will wreck the speakeasy 
business of the nation," he 
declared. 


His conclusions as to pres- 
ent conditions in this field 
are supported by common 
observation. The speakeasies 
are having a hard time, with 
many being forced out of 
business. .The new beer, if 
it be intoxicating as many 
drys contend, is not causing 
an increase in observable 
drunkenness. Reliable fig* 
urea indicate that arrests 
for drunkenness are on the 
decrease. There has been no 
apparent sudden rise in au 
tomobile accidents, as drys 
predicted would be the case 
immediately following the 
legalization of beer.

MUST CUT BIG SALARIES 


The Reconstruction Fi- 


nance corporation has laid 
down the rule that corpora- 
tions to which 
it 
makes 


loans must reduce excessive 
salaries paid to their ex- 
ecutives or prove that they 
are not excessive. 


This was announced in 


connection with a loan of 
$23,200,000 made to the 
Southern Pacific company. 
Reductions ranging from 10 
to 60 per cent in salaries of 
executives of that company 
were ordered and accepted. 


"While the Southern Pa- 


cific railroad loan is the first 
in which these salary reduc- 
tions have been required," 
said Chairman Jones of the 
corporation, "it will be the 
policy of the corporation to 
impose similar conditions in 
all future loans to railroads 
or other corporations paying 
excessive salaries." 


The corporation will re- 


quire that the cuts remain in 
effect until the loans are re- 
paid or until the corpora- 
tions iB3et fixed charges out 
of revenues. 


The policy Is just and 


sound from a business stand- 
point. The lower-paid work- 
ers of most railroads and 
other corporations have been 
cut drastically.
